awakening of minds has been going on, but 
these thoughts have been crude until recently, 
when they have begun to crystallize. The real 
heart of the labor question lies in the land 
question. Your candidate for mayor has told 
you that for over thirty years he has earned his 
breadin the sweat of his face. [There was 
some applause, but it was limited.]| Men do 
not applaud those who earn their 
living in that way. The good things of life, the 
riches and amusements, are not for working 
men. It is not natural for men t6 like work. I 
never saw mcn looking for work because thgy 
liked work, and yet we have massive protective 
laws to keep work in the country. We «are 
building enormous ships of wzur that we 
do not want, and are told that we may need 
them some time, and, at any rate, .work is 
furnished ior thousands. Well, if we burned 
up houses we would furnish men work in re- 
building them. No mun has 3 right to demand 
work of another. No man has a right to say 
to another that he must or must 
not employ a certain man, what we must do is 
to produce a condition of things that will fur- 
nish an opportunity for all to work. What we 
want is that all men should have equal oppor. 
tunities to secure work. Our civilization now 
does not give this, it absolutely denies it. 

We have abolished: slavery and boast of our 
splendid country, when tramps abound and 
the alms-houses are full. I was reading to- 
night of wu new alms-house thut was being con- 
structed in a Western city. In this house is to 
be a tramp-room, which is to be so constructed 
that it can be filled with water, and the 
tramps forced to pump it out or drown, 
Whatisatramp’ Heis an American citizen; 
he will work and he will vote, and the rich man 
who runs for office will buy his vote, It is the 
very rich and the very poor man that we fear. 
What a ridiculous thing it is to tax houses. Are 
there tco many houses in the country? 

Referring to his well-known principle that 
taxation should fall upon land values, and that 
no individual should own land to the exclusion 
of the eommunity’s right therein. Mr. George 
continued: What right have those who are 
dead in the land on this continent‘ 
About as mueh right as a mar 
who has left a railroad has in the car that 
spoeds on its way. “If I want to buy 4 vacant 
lotin New York. “I am obliged to pay the 
large part of my earnings to some rich man be: 
cause the will of some dead English King, who 
never set a foot in this country, suys so. What 
foolishne.3. Youentera railway car and you 
find all the seats filled with bundles. You at- 
tempt to sit down, and you are told that the 
seat is engaged. You ask how it came to be 
engaged. and you are told that it was bought 
from the person who alighted at the lest sta- 
tion. There is just as much sense in the ear 
illustration es there is in the selling of land for 
building purposes. 

There ought to be no such thing as sturvation 
when the great granaries are all full—the 
gréat Creator has put enough in this world for 
all. Equality of opportunity is what is needed. 
Justice is what we want. What you are doing 
in this election is to elevate principles. I hope 
no true Democrator Republican will fail to 
vote for your labor candidates. If you cannot 
elect them, come as near as you can, your in- 
fluence will be exerted for good. Men of New 
Haven, do your duty and let it go forth 10 the 
world that Connecticut is waking up to the 
cause of labor.

cme FIRE-WORSHIPERS. 


The Strange Doctrines and Cus- 
toms of Zoroaster’s People. 


To His Intelligent Followers Fire is But a 
Symbol of God’s Nature—The Vul- 
ture Test—A New Year's 
Festival 





Many readers of the Companion are 
familiar with the fervid lines of Moore's 
splendid poem called the ‘Fire-Wor- 
shipers.”’ The farewell scene between 
Hafed and Hinda is one of the most af- 
fecting passages in the early poeiry of 
this century. It has been so widely read 
and has produced so deep an impres- 
sion that there are many whose idea of 
the prevalent religion oi Persia is de- 
rived from a perusal of that poem; and 
often has the question been asked me 
whether there is any other religion 
practiced in that country besides that 
of the worship of fire. 

The facts are that out ef a popula- 
tion of nine millions, that empire now 
numbers-scarcely twenty-five thousand 
worshipers of fire. With the excep- 
tion of less than seventy-five thousand 
Armenians, Jews and Nestorians, the 
remainder of the Persian people are 
Mohammedans. It- was soon after the 
rise of Mahomet that his fanatical 
hosts assailed the frontiers of Persia. 
Yezdegird UI., who proved to be the 
last of his line, was at that time sover- 
eign of Iran. His army was defcated 
in the decisive battle of Kadesich, he 
himself was slain two years later, and 
the-Persians were forced to accept sla- 
hommedanism or the sword. 

Those who refused to abandon the 
old faith of Zoroaster for that of Ma- 
homet were persecuted, and mostly 
slain or driven from the country. 
Those who fled from Persia sought 
refuge in India, where they form, in 
our time, an intelligent and flourishing 
community, known by the name of 
Parsees, or Persians. It is amid these 
struggles of an ancient -race against 
the domination of a new religion and 
dynasty that Moore has laid the scene 
of his ‘‘Fire-Worshipers.’’ Notwith- 
standing these long persecutions, which 
have continued over one thousand 
years, and only now are beginning to 
relax and permit the Fire-Worshipers 
of Persia to live there unmolested, yet 
a small, steadfast band has always re- 
mained in that land, preserving the 
faith of their,fathers and their rites and 
ceremonials unchanged. 

In Persia they are called Guebres. 
This is simply u corruption of the Ara- 
bic term Kaftir, which means heretic, 
an unbelie¥er, In time it has become 
w word of contumely and scorn. Al- 
though so few in numbers, yet the 
Guebres are a most interesting com- 
munity, and in them we see the old 
Persian stock of the days of Cyrus and 
Xerxes unmixed with any other race; 
while the religion they practice is that 
which was introduced into Persia or 
perfected by the famous Zoroaster, or 
Zerduseht, who lived at least twenty- 
tive centuries ago. 

Zoroaster was'born in the northern 
province called both then and now 
Azerbaijam;.this name means the re- 
. gion of fire, and it may have been so 

-ealled beeause the religion whose dis- 

« tinctive doctrine is the’ worship of fire 
“bad its origin there. It is only just to 
state that intelligent Guebres repudiate 
this doctrine. They assert that it isa 
mistake.to Gi# them Fire-Worshipers. 

They say that fire is to them not an ob- 

ject of W hip. but. only, a symibol. of 
- the hag Oromasd; or good God, 
«whois cleareand radiept and pure. 

like the glow of the risimg sun or the 
“flames of fire, and that it is through 
the. symbol. that they adore the good 

Spirit. : : 

‘This may be true of the more intelli- 
gent followers of the doctrines of Zoro- 
aster, but there is)no doubt that the 
ignorant classes belfeve that light and 
fire are real emanations of God, and 

‘Wordbip thet as subi, Hire is held by 
them so sacred that they will never 
smoke tobacco, and for. that reason it 
js not by them considered courteous to 
use the weed in the oa of a host 
or guest who is a Guebre. In every 
household of the Guebres fire kindled 
from the sacred flame at the new year 
is kept burning thé entire year. That 
is the purpose they follow, but wheth- 
pr they always succeed in preventing 











ithe fire from being extingaished ts 


doubtful. . 

The Guebres have many peculiar 
doctrines and customs. One of these 
is the use of yellow in their garb; an- 
other concerns the theory of immor- 
tality. They maintain that there are 
two principles, the good and the evil, 
which they call Oromusdao and Ahri- 
masdao. The ancient Greeks corrupt- 
ed these names to Ormusd and Abriman. 
These two principles, or influences, 
fight for the mastery through the ages, 
seeking to win possession of the soul 
of man. 

When a Guebre dies at Teheran, his 
corpse is taken to the lonely cemetery 
five miles south of the city, situated on 
alone rocky eminence that overlooks 
the vast plains quivering with mirage. 
It resembles a white watch-tower, be- 
ing built in the shape of a round hill- 
fort. It is white, and has no apparent 
way of enttance. The walls are built 
of cargel, or mud smeared with plaster 
that preserves it from the weather. 
Winding slowly overthe plain and up the 
barren height, the procession of mourn- 
ers, outcasts in a land they once ruled, 
bear the dead to his last resting-place. 
A hole is made in the wall of the cem- 
etery, through which the corpse i: 
taken to its grave. 

Strange to say, the grave is not dug 
in the earth. The surface of the 
ground within this unroofed inclosure 
is divided by raised lines of brick intc 
numerous oblong cells of uniform size, 
much like the parterres of a garden. 
The corpse is Yaid in one of these, 
dressed, and left there exposed to the 
elements. Vultures and buzzards 
hover over the cemetery in flocks; they 
know full well what is taking place in 
the desolate spot. Then the mourners 
retire to a little distance up the hill 
side to watch the birds of prey swoop 
down to devour the dead. They have 
a reason for thus keenly observing, for 
they believe that the destiny of the de- 
parted soul is revealed by the aets of 
the birds. If they devour the right 
eye first, the soul is in Heaven; but if 
the left eve is first attacked, then the 
mourners go away sorrowful, for sad 
is the doom of their departed friend. 

But theGnebres have other and more 
cheerful customs than this. Their new 
year is called the No Rooz, or New 
Day. It comes at the time when the 
sun crosses the line in Mareh. Their 
traditions state that this festival was 
ordained by their great legendary King 
Shah Iemsheed. Although most of the 
Persians are now Mohammedans, yet 
they all aecept the period for the com- 
mencement of the new year estabJished 
in their country long ages before the 
eamel-driver of the desert sent his 
armies to force them to his creed; and 
thus, at the No Rooz. Guebres and Mus- 
sulmen alike rejoice. The latter pre- 
tend that they celebrate the oceasion 
because it is the birth anniversary of 
their Prophet, but this is a mere flimsy 
excuse, concocted in order to show 
their disdain for the Guebres. But in 
a hundred ways the Persians show that 
in their celebration of this annual fes- 
tival they are following the traditions 
of their fire-worshiping ancestors. 

Nowhere is the new year celebrated 
With more mysticism and pomp and 
universal rejoicing than in Persia. For 
weeks before it arrives the people begin 
their preparations for the occasion. 
Every one seeks to raise money to pur- 
chase the new suit of clothes he is 
expected to wear at the time, and the 
confectionery and provisions for the 
ten days of feasting, as during that 
period the shops are mostly closed. 
So important is it to be properly pre- 
pared for the No Rooz, that articles of 
price that are family heirlooms are 
often sacrificed in order to provide the 
needed money. When the new moon 
of that month appears, devout Persians 
look to the east, then, covering the 
face with their hands, they are slowly 
turned until, on withdrawing the hands, 
the gleaming sickle of the new moon is 
seen directly in front. Perhaps our 
superstition about discovering the new 
moon over the right shoulder is sug- 
gested by this Persian custom. The 
eve before No Rooz is also the occasion 
for a curious ceremony, evidently sug- 
gested by the mystical meaning the 
Guebres attach to fire and light. The 
common people leap over heaps of 
burning brushwood laid in rows. It is 
possible the heathenish custom of 
‘massing children through the fire” 


| may be a form of this ceremony. 


As the hour approaches for the sun 
to cross the line, the Shah assembles in 
the great andience-chamber of the 
palace, with the high spiritual and 
temporal dignitaries of the Kingdom. 


| Money is distributed to all for good 


luck on the commencement of the new 
year. At the moment the astrologerr 
announce the No Rooz, the Shab. 
gravely exclaims, ‘*‘Mambarek bashed!”’ 
—*‘May it be propitious to you!’ A 
sacred song of rejoicing is then sung 
by a mollah, or priest; after this each 
courtier, according to his rank, offers 
his obeisance to the Shah, and receives 
from the royal hand a present.—S. @,

A West Virginia Cavern Which Harbors a 
Fierce, Sheep-Eating Serpent.

There is a place on Big Two Mile creek, 
about three and a half miles east of this 
place, known as “The Buzzard Den.” It 
isalarge cave in the point of a ridge 
which extends down between two 
branches to the rock gorge which incases 
the creek for nearly its whole length. This 
cave is entered by asmall doorway, which 
extends down an inclined plane for about 
twenty feet, there opening intoa large 
rugged room, which has not been explored. 
On last Sunday morning as Melsear 
Braley,a young man of about twenty 
years, was passing that place en route to 
his brother’s, about a mile balow on the 
creck, he heard a sheep bleating piteously 
as if in great distress. Upon going nearer: 
he found the bleating proceeded from the 
mouth of the cavern. He approached near- 
er the place, when, upon suddenly turning 
the corner of ahuge bowlder, he beheld a 
sight which sent his blood in an arctic 
flood up his back and standing his hair on 
end.
